After 
day-long fighting the Rumanians broke 
through the Soviet lines at the cost 
of several hundred dead, but the Rus- 
sians regrou and attacked the 
Rumanian flank, isolating these forces 
from their main army before the breach 
could be exploited.

The seriousness of the position had 
been fully realised by the Government, 
and fears as to the prospects had been 
voiced by the Minister for Finance in 
his last Budget speech.

“Your Committee will appreciate 
that plans for a scheme of such wide 
dimensions preserit certain difficulties 
by reason of the fact that it comes 
within the scope of an emergency 


activity. Equipment for kitchens and 
cooking centres ts difficult to obtain, 
but I have already placed orders for a 


proportion thereof, and investigations 
are at present in progress with a view 
to obtaining the balance required. The 
— of fuel presents another pro- 

m, as its scarcity and fluctuation in 
price of necessrty affects the preliminary 
plans for the proposed scheme. Every 
effort will, however, be made to ensure 
au the necessary fuel be made avail- 
able. 

Having regard to these considera- 
tions, I herewith present my plans, 
which are prepared from the findings 
and investigations of the Organisation 
Officer in charge, and which, in my 
opmion, if carried out, will provide 
from 50,000 to 100,000 persons with hot 
meals a on and from whatever 
date the Minister may deem that the 
emergency has arisen. It will be under- 
stood that the scheme will only become 
operative from that date, all previous 
preparations being of a purely pro- 
visional nature. 

For the purpose of clarity I shall 
briefly outime the scheme, and then 
give details under suitable headings. 


OUTLINE OF SCHEME 

Meals shall be prepared at certain 
established cooking points in the city 
and conveyed in containers by motor- 
van to distributing centres, situated 
ia populous areas throughout the 
County Borough of Dublin. The meals 
shall be kept hot in the centres durin 
the course of distribution, and s 
be served to the recipients who will 
bring their own containers and, where 
they are in a position to do só, pay 
for the ‘meals at a rate to be fixed 
subsequently.

“At this stage it should be noted 
that most of the above firms, institu- 
tions, etc., cook by either gas or elec- 
tricity, and in the event of shortage 
or failure of same, their supply of 
meals would automatically cease. Ac- 
cordingly, it will be agreed that the 
Corporation, as the responsible au- 
thority, must take steps to circumvent 
such a breakdown by immediately tak- 
ing over the premises to equip them 
with units heated by solid fuel readily 
obtainable, and this is being done in 
the case of the Hospitals’ Trust Can- 
teen and the Mansion House. 

'‘(B)—Transport :—The meals shall 
be collected from various cooking 
points in suitable containers and con- 
veyed in motor vans to the distribut- 
ing centres. Vans. 
petrol shall be provided by the Cor- 
poration. 

“(C)—Distribution of Cooked Meals 
1. According to population and 
situation, the County Borough of Dub- 
lin shall be divided into 31 sections, 
each section having from 1 to 3 centres 
from which the food shall be served. 

“2. Each centre shall be equipped 
with 2 to 3 10-gallon units, with 
heating rings attached, for the pur- 
pose of holding the food and keeping 
same hot during the course of serving. 

“ó. As many as 500 persons will be 
supplied from each centre, but in the 


when meals might be served at two 
sessions in the day, the centres are 
capable of dealing with 1,000 persons 
daily. : 
“4. Each centre shall have at least 
two attendants, and where practical 
and feasible voluntary workers will be 
organised to assist with the work at 
the centres. : 
5. A charge shall be made for eve 
meal 3 cost of food, 
cooking, transport and service. 


VOUCHER SYSTEM 
For those persons whose circum- 
stances do not permit of their making 
a contribution for the meals, a voucher 
system shall be introduced. 
Regarding the actual cooking of 
the meals, use wil] be made primarily 
of those institutions which are pre- 

red to assist in the scheme. It is 
elt that cooking through these agencies 
will be more satisfactory than if the 
work were directly undertaken by the 
Corporation. Of course, it is quite 
likely that the number of meals ob- 
tainable through such sources may not 
be sufficient, and it is for this reason 
that all arrangements are being made 
for the equipment of cooking centres 
which will have to be directly 
administered by the Corpora- 

In this connection I would 
like to state that, following the

TEA RATION 
TO BE 
DOUBLED 


N official announcement from 

the Minister for Supplies 

last night increases the tea 

ration, as from October 19, 

from half an ounce per week to 

one ounce. The announcement 
is as follows :— 


The Minister for Supplies has de- 
cided to double the householder’s tea 
ration for the week commencing the 
19th October, 1941. and subsequent 
weeks. The new ration will be one 
ounceper person per week instead of the 
half ounce per week which has been in 
operation since mid-Apri!, 1941. 

The Minister has also decided thit 
the monthly tea ration to instituti/ ns 
and catering establishments will 
doubled as from the Ist Noveiaber 
next. 

The increase in the ration has been 
made possible by an improvement in 
the tea supply position and by the 
conservation of stqcks. The Minister 
for Supplies is hopeful that the 
arrangements which he had made will 
enable him to permit the continuance 
of the increased tea ration throughout 
the winter months. 

It is learned that for some time 
past, the London tea brokers, at the 
instigation of the trade in Dublin, 
have been negotiating with the British 
Government for a larger allocation of 
tea for this country. As a result of 
these representations the British 
Government, as announced in the /rish 
Times recently, increased the alloca- 
tion from 25 per cent. to 374 cent. 
This increased quota, therefore, has

For some time there has 
been, in common parlance, a tendency to 
pass the buck,” and many people who 
have interested themselves in the subject 
of communal feeding felt that the Cor- 
poration was not serious in its attitude 
to the problem. The General Purposes 
Committee is, in effect, a meeting of the 
Corporation, at which Couneillor Sean 
‘Milroy, instead of the Lord Mayor, 
presides ; it is held in camera, and, there- 
fore, the members can speak freely, and 
not merely for effect, as so many of them 
speak at the open meetings of the Cor- 
poration. When the Corporation met a 
few days ago to consider a report of the 
General Purposes Committee on the food 
and fuel problem a considerable time was 
spent in the discussion of the cost of the 
Cooked Meals Service. This discussion 
was a waste of time. No matter what it 
costs, or who pays the bill, the problem 
of feeding the cold and hungry during the 
coming winter must be met. Yesterday’s 
meeting of the General Purposes Com- 
mittee, after doing one sensible stroke of 
business in adopting the City Manager’s 
report, reverted to its lamentable practice 
of postponing another decision to the next 
meeting of the Corporation on October 
6th. This decision concerned the appoint- 
ment of a committee to make a report on 
distribution of meals to the City Manager. 
Whether or not such a committee is 
desirable is open to argument. Any argu- 
ments regarding it should have been made 
yesterday, not delayed for nearly a fort- 
night. Does the Corporation not yet 
realise—as the Government has realised— 
that this matter is urgent? Has it not 
agreed that the only solution to the food 
and fuel problem is the use of communal 
kitchens? Why, then, must decisions 
which might affect the kitchens be post- 
poned ? It might, with justice, be suggested 
that the General Purposes Committee has 
adjourned the matter for discussion at a 
meeting of the Corporation in order that 
the members may receive credit for press- 
ing the claims of their own electoral 
districts. 

Such a discussion inevitably will become 
a political wrangle between the various 
groups in the Corporation; political capital 
will be made out of whatever decision 
is taken. Will the members never forget 
self- interests, and put the interests of the 
people whom they are supposed to serve in 
the forefront? The feeding of the hungry 
is neither a politica] nor a sectarian 
business: it is everybody’s business. 
Hunger does not affect the Protestant 
more than the Catholic, or the Christian 
more than the Jew. We plead for a for- 
saking of all differences. of creed, class and 
opinion in putting into effect the plans 
which will ensure at least a minimum of 
sustenance for every member of the 
community. At the most we can hope 
for a few weeks of respite from the cold 
of winter. May we remind the Corpora- 
tion—and everybody else interested in 
communal feeding—that a hungry man 
feels the cold more swiftly than a man 
with a full stomach? The City Manager 
will not be hampered by the failure of 
the General Purposes Committee to make 
a decision on the Distribution Sub- 
Committee; but the time may come 


ment of the day of reckoning. Then, if one 
man, woman or child dies as the result of 
hunger in this city of Dublin, the members 
of the Dublin Corporation—and any other 
person who, by word or deed, may have 
hampered the operation of the communal 
kitchens on the widest possible basis—will 
stand indicted before the tribunal of public 
opinion. This is not the time for argu- 
ment. People are hungry to-day because 
they have no fuel to cook the scanty food 
which their money can purchase; babies 
are dying because hot water is not avail- 
able to sterilise their feeding botties. The 
Chairman’s address at yesterday’s meeting 
of the Alliance and Dublin Consumers’ Gas 
Company should shake the faith of the 
most sanguine person in what the 
immediate future holds for us. The plan 
which the General Purposes Committee has 
adopted may not be the ideal solution to 
the problem of feeding Dubliners in the 
coming winter, but it is, at least, a well- 
meant effort. The City. Manager and his 
assistants must not be hampered by any 
bickering, within or without the Corpora- 
tion, that might delay for one day the 
operation of the Cooked Meals Service.

American Neutrality 


Will the United States Congress repeal 
the Neutrality law? In the Senate yester- 
day Senator McKellar, a Democrat from 
Tennessee, proposed that it be repealed 
outright, mainly on the ground that its 
provisions already are being ignored by 
President Roosevelt and the Government. 
Senator Taft protested that repeal would 
be tantamount to an open declaration of 
war against the Axis Powers; but there 
seems to be an almost unanimous belief 
in the United States that the Adminis- 
tration can continue to have matters both 
ways—to remain legally neutral, while, in 
fact, taking an active part in the war. 
Undoubtedly, the situation at the moment 
is utterly anomalous ; but logic long since 
ceased to play any part in international 
affairs. For nearly a year after the out- 
break of war Italy also was a neutral. 
She enjoyed all the privileges of 
neutrality, but her leaders never made the 
smallest secret of the fact that they would 
enter the war on Germany's side in their 
own good time.

President 
Roosevelt has pledged himself and his 
Government to help the Allies against 
Germany and Italy by every possible 
means, “short of war”; and, if the 
Germans had wanted an excuse to break 
| off diplomatic relations with the United 
States, they could have found a hundred 
opportunities. | 

The question now is whether or not the | 
so-called Neutrality Act will remain on 
the Statute Book of the United States. 
The Isolationist group still is fairly 
strong in Congress, particularly in 
the House of Representatives. While 
most of its members are just as 
strongly opposed to Germany as President 
Roosevelt, they have a fundamental 
horror of entanglement in European 
affairs, and, in view of the coming 
election for Congress next year, their 
position is unquestionably strong. On the 
other hand, President Roosevelt enjoys a 
personal prestige that has been enjoyed 
by few, if any, Presidents since Abraham 
Lincoln. There is little doubt that the 
vast majority of the people of the United 
States will follow him whithersoever he 
may choose to lead them; and, if he 
should decide to-morrow to enter the war, 
his position would be far stronger than that 
of President Wilson in 1917. From the 
German, as well as from the British, 
point of view, an actual declaration of war 
would not make a great deal of difference. 
For most practical purposes the Govern- 
ment of the United States is an active 
supporter of the Allies. It is supplying 
everything except man-power; and, now 
that its Navy has been ordered to sink 
“ Axis” commerce raiders at sight, the 
distinction between neutrality and belli- 
gerency is almost negligible. There is no 
doubt at all that the mass of the American 
people is opposed to the idea of war, and 
that the legal fiction of neutrality will 
be preserved as long as possible. On the 
other hand, the material ‘contributions 
that have been made to the Allied cause 
are so great that Great Britain’s ‘defeat 
would be a calamity for the United States. 
Where your treasure is, there will your 
heart be also. A German victory would 
involve the United States in financial and 
economic disaster.

RISE IN POPULATION 
CONTRASTS IN VACCINATION 


FIGURES 


An increase of 56,000 in the estimated 
population of Eire, compared with the esti- 
mate for 1936, is recorded in the quarterly 
return of vital statistics issued by the 
Registrar-General. Compared with the figure 
taken at the census of 1936, the increase is 
of more than 25,000. 
The number of births registered during 
the June quarter, to which the statistics 
apply, was 14, (7,591 males and 7,355 
females), or 20 per thousand of the popula- 
tion. Of these births, 565, or 3.8 per cent., 
were illegitimate. 
The number of people who died during the 
uarter was 11,328 (5,948 males and 5,380 
emales). Infant mortality was at the rate 
of 71 per 1,000 births, compared with 62 
for the coresponding quarter in 1940. 
The other rates given above differed in 
very small degree from those of 1940. 
4 registered during the quarter 
numbered 3,724, or 5 per 1,000 of the pre 
tion, which was 0.2 below the rate for the 
corresponding peried last year. Of these, 
Roman Catholic marriages occurred at the 
rate of 5 per 1,000 and those of other 
Churches at the rate of 5.1 per 1,000. 
Of the principal towns, Drogheda had the 
highest birth rate for the quarter—28.4 per 
‘§00—and Dundalk had the lowest—16.6 per 
1,000. Westmeath had a higher death rate— 
18.1 per 1,000—than any other county, 
Kerry had the lowest—12.7 per 1,000.

Amateur Boxing Association, held at the

Revisions of rules regarding the Irish

The work oí the League becomes more 
than ever necessary as horses are more 
widely used and world conditions grow 
worse. They are having an extremely 
bard time now, and next winter and 


spring will be infinitely harder. 


Owing to the great increase in living 
expenses, and still more in fodder, one 
horse has to do the work of at least 
two to remain a paying proposition for 
a poor owner. If the extra work is 
not forthcoming so much the worse for 
the horse; he is the first to feel the 
pinch. On the other hand, if it’ does 
materialise, old and feeble animals 
cannot stand the extra strain for any 
length of time, and they are already 
drifting to the saleyards and the 
notorious tinkers market in large 


numbers. 


Week by week these pitiful old horses 
are saved from the last and worst 
cruelty of being exploited by the gipsy- 
dealers and tinkers. These men are 
quite callous about the animal's 
suffering, and are past masters in the 
art of doping, doctoring, . and 

orses 

that fall into their hands. They dis- 
guise the disabilities of broken- down 
animals in this way to enable them to 
them on to ignorant and unwary 


blistering the unfortunate old 


uyers—to the bitter cost of the latter, 
who rhaps invest all their hard- 


earned savings—or, worse still, bor- 
rowed money—in an animal quite unfit 
for further work. 

In cases of active cruelty, such as 
compelling a horse suffering from 
painful lameness to walk any distance, 
the League makes no payment, but has 
the animal humanely destroyed without 
delay, and the owner is prosecuted by 
the B. P. C. A. as he richly deserves.
